BEN TRE PROVINCE SAID TO CARRY OUT INDUCTION WELL

[ Text | The southern provinces in general, including Ben Tre Province, usually 
encounter difficulties and limitations because of local customs during the troop 
induction periods following the Tet holidays. And at the beginning of this year 
Ben Tre simultaneously carried out two important missions: inducting recruits 
and mobilizing obligatory grain. Confirming those missions, the Ben Tre party 
committee resolutely led the party and population in the province in endeavoring 
to carry out each task rapidly and efficiently and do a good job of fulfilling 
both missions. 


This year troop induction has been carried out enthusiastically and effectively 

in Ben Tre. Ben Tre knows how to build on its accomplishment of being the leading 
unit in Military Region 9 with regard to induction during recent years. During 
this year's troop induction cycle the province crystallized and developed new 
experiences. 


A basic lesson learned by Ben Tre during this year's cycle was the importance of 
the leadership and guidance of the party committees at the various echelors. 

The Ben Tre provincial party committee confirmed that induction was a common task 
of the party, the governmental administrations at the various levels, and the 
entire population in the province. There was all-round coordination, with the 
party leading, the governmental administrations and the military draft councils 
implementing, and the mass organizations, sectors, and circles working together. 
Therefore, good results were attained. 


The provincial party committee of Ben Tre always pays attention to leading the in- 
duction work. Although it carries out only one or two troop induction cycles a 
year, Ben Tre regards preparation as a continuous, year-round task. The military 
organ of Ben Tre Province fulfills its staff function ani always has a plan to 
take the initiative in carrying out the troop induction task. When they began the 
new year, and after completing each troop induction cycle, the military organs fo 
from the provincial level down to the village level keep informed of the draftable 
pool in order to prepare for future cycles. The military organs have continually 
done a good job of registering, investigating the backgrounds of, and giving 
physicals to all draftable people in the locality. 











Ben Tre has also prepared in advance for the 1962 induction. Therefore, after 
receiving the legal norm from the upper echelon the province carried out its work 
in a synchronized and rapid manner. Although it had to fulfill two important mis- 
sions -- inducting troops and motilizging obligatory grain -- at the same time, 
the Binh Tre provincial party committee concentrated its guidance on completing 
troop induction first. It mobilized thousands of cadres of the sectors and cir- 
cles to go to the base level to fulfill troop induction missions. 


Hundreds of cadres engaged in the mobilization of obligatory grain were also used 
in the troop induction work. 


Tnerefore, nearly all of the districts and cities of Ben Tre achieved good re- 
sults. Giong Trom, Thanh Phu, and Ba Tri districts, and the city of Ben Tre, at- 
tained high induction ratios. 


During the recent troop induction cycle Ben Tre also met the quality requirements: 
the youths who were inducted met standards and were in good health. Many out- 
standing members of the Ho Chi Minh Communist Youth Union and militiamen (includ- 
ing village military command cadres) enthusiastically fulfilled their military 
oblisations. All localities made progress in implementing policies fairly and 
rationally. In inducting troops, the province did not exert presure with regari 
to age or politics. During the recent cycle the induction age group of Ben Tre 
youths was between 19 and 27. Thousands of 18-year-old youths in Ben Tre were 
given physicals and their backgrounds were investigated to prepare for their in- 
duction in the next cycle. During the first cycle of 1962 Ben Tre led the way in 
Military Region 9 with regard to troop inductions and is now endeavoring to suc- 
cessfully carry out its troop induction work for all of 192.

YEAR OF CONDUCTING TRIALS IN HANOI REVIEWED

[Text | Conducting trials is the function of the court sector. By means of trials 
it heightens the people's consciousness of the people regarding the Constitution 
and laws, and thereby strengthens the prevention of, and struggle against, crimi- 
nal activities. 


In 1981, the Hanoi court sector, in punishing saboteurs, corrupt people, bribe 
takers, speculators, blackmarketers, and people who disturb orler, security, and 
the market, correctly and strictly conducted criminal trials and provided timely 
service to the city’s political missions. 


By reviewing a number of important trials conducted last year we can see that the 
municipal court sector has always aimed toward the goals of trying the right 
people and ensuring the quality of the trials. 


A new type of crime tried by the courts is the crime of “organizing people to flee 
abroad,” a crime which violates the political security of the homeland. The 
dangerous nature of that type of crime is that it originates in the sabotage plots 
of the imperialists and the Chinese reactionaries. Therefore, when determining 
the constituent factors of a crime, the court must comprehensively weigh and 
examine the situation. An example was the case of Du Thanh Tan and his 13 
cohorts, who spread propaganda to persuade people to flee abroad. They succe- 
eded in collecting 173,000 dong and bought a barge with a 90-horsepower engine, 

to be used as a means of fleeing abroad. Thus the accused committed a criminal 
act, and it was not that they merely intended to flee abroad. They were unable 
to go because they encountered unforseen obstacles. Because there was no evidence 
to prove that their criminal act was counterrevolutionary in nature, the court 
sentenced the leader to 5 years in prison ani gave lesser sentences to the others. 
Those were suitable sentences which were approved by public opinion. 


In trying crimes involving the violation of socialist property, the municipal 
court sector severely punished defendants who carried out sophisticated, 
dangerous schemes which had serious consequences. In each specific case, the 
courts did not consider only the ill-gotten gains of the defendants in deciding 
on the punishment. The import thing was that they determined the nature and 














consequences of the case as a whole in deciding upon an appropriate form of 
punishment. In the trial of Nguyen Van Sinh and his cohorts, although they only 
divided among themselves 500 to 600 dong of ill-gotten gains, abused their 
authority as a boat captain and sailors, involved cargo-protection police in their 
crimes, and caused the loss of more than 10 tons of grain, so Sinh was sentenced 
to 20 years in prison and some of the others were sentenced to 12 years in prison. 


In the case of law violators who did not directly violate socialist property, but 
the acts of whom had the nature of sabotaging the policy regarding the management 
of grain -- a strategic commodity of the state -- and had very serious con- 
sequences, the court also applied the maximum penalties. In the trial of Nguyen 
Xuan Tuyen and his cohorts, who printed 47 tons of counterfeit grain ration stamps 
and bought up a large quantity of grain in many provincial markets, the court 
sentenced Nguyen Xuan Tuyen to death. 





In the court of Dong Anh District the public paid attention to two trials. The 
first was the trial of Pham Van Cong, who engaged in corruption regarding nitrogen- 
ous fertilizer. After he was arrested he was temporarily released and slaugh- 
tered a hog to “celebrate,” as if challenging public opinion ami the law. The 
local governmental administration and people we e perplexed over why he had been 
released early ani suspected that he had been protected by some powerful person. 

In view of that situation the Dong Anh court, while urgently making preparations 

to bring that case to trial, arrested Cong and confiscated his property. An open 
trial held in the village resulted in an appropriate sentence which was approved 
by the people. 


The second trial aws that of Nguyen Thi Khang and three other members of a 
packaging team which mixed white sugar with MSG for corrupt purposes. Public 
opinion in the commercial sector and among the local people thought that the trial 
would amount to nothing because the husband of one of the accused was a public 
security policeman and the father of another was the deputy director of the 
corporation. The Dong Anh court conducted the trial where the incident took 
place and meted out severe punishements, which shored up the confidence of the 
masses. 


Those two trials proved that the courts correctly applied the line toward conduct- 
ing trials and took appropriate steps to punish the guilty not only because they 
meted out severe sentences but also because they paid attention to the particular 
detaiis of the cases. 


In economic trials, last year the municipal court sector also paid attention to 
bringing to court crimes of a “producing ersatz goods” nature. In the past, the 
courts seldom brought such trials to court and usually called such crimes 
“swindling.” But last year the court, applying Article 6 of Decree No 03, in 
order to correctly describe the nature of such crimes and their victims, called 
them “the production of ersatz goods, with the intention of swindling consumers.” 





However, because they only begun to try such crimes with the implementation of 
the policy of strengthening market management in the spirit of Resolution 26 and 
Directive 109, some precinct courts meted out only light punishments. For exan- 
ple, there was a case involving the production of 1,800 ersatz bicycle tires which 














bore state commerce labels and brougtit in a profit of more than 10,000 dong. The 
court, however, meted out a punishment of only l10nonths in prison. 


Such punishments show that the courts do not yet fully realize the serious nature 
of such crimes. The production of ersatz goods, with the intention of deceiving 
consumers, results in criminals having ill-gotten gains and causing harm to the 
consumers. Even more serious, such people surreptitiously steal raw materials and 
materials of the state at a time when difficulties are being encountered, and up- 
set the market, which causes the people to lose faith in state products. There 
fore, that crime must be punished more severly. 


With regard to the crime of bribery, the municipal court sector has stepped up 
prosecution, especially after the promulgation of the law regarding punushment for 
bribery. The court sector has especially been concerned with the policy of dif- 
ferentiate among those who accept, offer, and arrange, bribes. The degree of 
punishment depends on the degree to which the defendants cooperate. Those who 
take the initiative in denouncing others are sometimes given immunity from punish- 
ment 


A type of trial of a topical nature during the past year was the trying of acts 
committed against cadres carrying out their dut,. In such trials, the court sec- 
tor worked urgently and only 5 to 8 days after receiving the dossiers tried the 
cases and meted out severe punishment, which was supported by the people. 


The just nature of the law and the exercising of the people's mastership right 
were also manifested in the courts appeals in the municipal court sector re- 
sulted in the retention of the orginal sentence with regard to 437 defendants, 
the reduction of the sentances of 157 defendents, the increasing of sentences of 
12 defendents, the dismissal of criminal charges against 1 defendant, and the 
finding of 2 defendants not guilty. 


The task of increasing, reducing, or changing sentences was considered carefully, 
in order to ensure the correctness and applicability of the law. 


It is impossible to report on all cases -- criminal, civil, and marriage-family -- 
handled by the municipal court sector. Some of the criminal trials conducted 

last year were reviewed to demonstrate the progress made by the court sector in 
meeting the requirement of serving the city’s political missions. The court 
sector has analyzed, and learned lessons from, the limitations of specific court 
cases, in order to increase the quality of trials in 192.

Cards” | 


[Text | In order to ensure that all Vietnamese citizens have identification cards 
to use in facilitating travel and commerce and contribute to maintaining social 
order and security, since 1978 the Hanoi Public Security Service has issued 
people's identification camis to all pecole 15 years old or older who are re- 
gistered as permanent residents in Hanoi or its outskirts. 


Many inspections by the pbulic security control organs have shown that many people 
do not take along their people's identification canis. 


So that the public security organ can do a good job of patrolling ani controlling, 
it is requested that when cadres and the people take along their people's 
identification cards when traveling. 


When examining identification papers the public security forces and public order 
police will punish for committing a petty offence anyone who fails to take along 
their people's identification cards. People whose background is suspect will 

be temporarily detained and taken to the public security headquarters for investi- 
gation and verification.

[ Notice of the Hanoi Public Security Services “On Managing Military Weapons, Ex- 
plosives, and Primitive Weapons” | 


L Text] In order to closely manage the various kinds of primitive weapons and pre- 
vent accidents caused by illegal storage and use of weapons and explosives and 
prevent bad elements from storing and using them to engage in sabotage activities, 
with the objective of protecting political security and social omer ard safety, 
the municipal Public Security Service issues the following notices 


l. All kinds of military weapons and national defense sporting arms belong to the 
state, which distributes them to the armed forces, the national defense sporting 
arms units, and the organs and enterprises responsible for figiting, maintaining 
security, and training for competition. 


Anyone who still illegally possesses a military weapon or national defense sport- 
ing arm must turn it in at the local subward public security organ. 


2. Anyone carrying a military weapon or national defense sporting arm must have 
a permit from an organ authorized to issue one. 


After being used in training or otherwise, such weapons must be Kept in the unit 
armory, and someone must be responsible for storing then. 


3}. Explosives and special technical materials are managed solely by the state. 
Explosives may be used only for production and combat. Only organs, enterprises, 
and units authorized by the state may store and use then. 


A\1 instances of buying, selling, storing, or using them that are centrary to the 
above stipulation, such as the illegal use of explosives to produce fireworks, 
will be dealt with according to law. 


4. All individuals and coooperatives are forbidden to produce, repair, store, buy 
and sell, or use such primitive weapons as daggers, brass knuckles, bayonets, 
scimitars, swords, or broadsworis. 

















Cadres, workers, and people, except for members of the armed forces, militia, or 
self-defense forces, who poscess such weapons must turn them into the local sub- 
ward public security organ or ivocal governmental administration. If, after the 
Stipulated deadline for turning in weapons, the people or a competent organ dis- 
cover a household or individual concealing such weapons will be dealt with ac- 
cording to law. 


5. Everyone is responsible for discovering and reporting to the public security 
organs people who conceal weapons, explosives, or primitive weapons, and people 
who have used or are using explosives to produce fireworks. 


Anyone who has merit in discovering people or places illegally using, storing, or 
concealing weapons or explosives will be appropriately rewarded, including 
monetary rewards. 


6. The subward and village public security organs are responsible for encouraging 
the cadres and people in the subwards and villages who still have such weapons to 
turn them in at the subward public security organ or local governmental adminis- 
tration, for praising households and individuals turning in weapons, and for re- 
commending that the upper echelon reward people who make outstanding contributions 
in that regard. They must at the same time deal severely with households and in- 
dividuals illegally concealing, and refusing to turn in, such weapons and explo- 
sives.

[Excerpt] Previously, the state had to supply the marine products export 
corporation with millions of Vietnamese dong and tens of millions of 

U.S. dollars every year to buy gas, oil, fishing nets, machinery and spare 
parts. In 1981, the state ended this practice and the curporation had 

to do business all by itself, balancing its own foreign currency revenue, 
which was greater than that of 1980 by almost U.S. $2 million. Previously, 
although supplied with capital, rice, fuel and machinery by the state, the 
corporation had not only failed to fulfill the plan, but its business had 
also declined sharply--as a central-level official noted. But now, with 

the state supply of capital, materials and fuel cut off, the marine products 
export-import sector overfulfilled all the basic norms. The foreign currency 
revenue target was exceeded by 47.62 percent and product quality improved. 
The output of unshelled shrimp doubled and that of A-l grade shrimps 
increased from 49.8 to 60 percent. For the first time since their estab- 
lishment, 20 out of the 24 re’rigeration plants overfulfilled the plan 

norms for output and foreign currency revenue while the remaining 4 met the 
plan norms. In addition, for the first time the marine products export sector 
added millions of U.S. dollars and 11 million Vietnamese dong to the state 
budget.

SHORTCOMINGS OF LOCAL GOVERNMENTAL ADMINISTRATIONS NOTED

Administration" 


[Text] In our proletarian dictatorship system, the governmental administrations 
of the villages and subwards, consisting of the village and subward people's coun- 
cils and people's committees, are the base-level governmental administrations. 


Under the ieadership of the party, our base-level governmental administrations 
always correctly fulfill their position, mission, and function of being bridges 
which connect the Party with the masses and directly communicate and victoriously 
implement all stands and policies of the party and state. They also directly 
exercise the collective mastership right of the working people and promptly report 
all sentiments and aspirations of the people to the upper echelon. 


During the past 5 years, under the light of the Resolution of the Fourth Party 
Congress, along with the central-level governmental administration, the municipal, 
provincial, precinct, and district echelons, our base-level governmental echelons, 
have been increasingly strengthened and consolidated throughout the nation. The 
nation's people have been organized and mobilized to do a good job of fulfilling 
all production, combat, and combat readiness missions, to create a new life, to 
organize and stabilize living conditions, and to maintain political security and 
social order. By means of those tasks our base-level governmental administra- 
tions have tryly become governmental administrations of the people, by the people, 
and for the people, solid tools with which the people can exercise their right of 
collective mastership in all regaris, and sharp tools with which our party can 
lead all of society. 


However, in the process of fulfilling their political missions, our base-level 
governmental administrations have revealed weaknesses that must be promptly 
overcome in order to meet the new requirements of the revolution and the legiti- 
mate demands of the people, continually improve their managerial effectiveness in 
all regards, ensure the collective mastership of the people, and fulfill their 
missions and functions. Ina number of villages and subwaris some base-level 
governmental cadres, because their levels and abilities are still low or because 
of individual motivation, have acted contrary to the resolutions and directives 
of the Party and the policies and laws of the state. Some cadres and party mem- 
bers have become corrupted with regard to moral qualities, abuse their authority, 
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bully and oppress the masses, seriously violate the people's collective master- 
ship right, violate Party principles and discipline and the laws of the state, and 
weakened the confidence of the masses in the party and state. 


There are both objective and subjective reasons for those negative phenomena. The 
majority of cadres and party members at the base echelon were selected in the 
course of actual combat or work, in correct accordance with the resolutions and 
directives of the central echelon, especially the resolution regarding the organi- 
zation and cadre wirk, which have strengthened the ranks of the base-level cadres. 
However, there are still some cadres who do not meet standards. We recommend that 
the bases resolutely expel from their ranks base-level governmental cadres who 
have degenerated and are not qualified to be party members, and cadres who have 
committed many errors and have lost the confidence of the masses. As regards such 
cadres, their past accomplishments should be considered only to a reasonable 
degree. For no reason should they be assigned to positions which require that 
they be fully qualified, have good moral qualities, and have governmental manage- 
ment ability. Purifying the ranks of the cadres and increasing the management 
ability of the base-level governmental administration demands the strict imple- 
mentation of Resolution 32 of the Party Central Committee, the Constitution, and 
state laws. 


Another reason why cadres and party members act contrary to the resolutions and 
directives of the Party and the policies and laws of the state is that the manage- 
ment principles of the state, expressed in the form of laws, have not been fully 
applied in practice. The negative forces in society, bureaucratism and impracti- 
cality on the part of the cadres, etc., have not been stopped, principally because 
cadres and party members have insufficient knowledge of the socialist legal sys- 
tem. Violations of laws by cadres should be strictly dealt with, but in some 
places such offenses are overlooked, which causes the masses to lose confidence and 
creates a lack of solidarity between the governmental cadres and the masses. 

At the same time, in the organization and activities of the components of the 
governmental apparatus there has been failure to clearly understand their authori- 
ty and responsibility and cooperative relationships. Especially, there has been 
failure to delineate the boundary between the leadership and guidance of the 
Party committee echelons and the organization of implementation by the governmental 
administration. The time has come when it is necessary to strictly apply the 
responsibility system, and codify and standardize all activities of the govern- 
mental administration and of each position and echelon in the governmental adminis- 
tration. In all bases there must be specific regulations. At all times and under 
all circumstances it is forbidden to relax management according to law, and we must 
resolutely oppose arbitrary, undemocratic, and partialistic working methods. 


The resolution of the Eighth Plenum of the Party Central Committee stressed that 
the governmental administration must take positive steps to develop and bring into 
play the collective mastership right of the working people, and ensure the rights 
and obligations of citizens, especially at the base level. The activities of the 
governmental administration cannot be separated from the heightening of the col- 
lective mastership right of the people. That is an organizational and operational 
principle of our state apparatus. The question of whether the management level 

of the state is high or low depends proportionately on the degree to which the 
people voluntarily implement the policies of the Party and state and fulfill the 
obligations of citizens in the localities. A governmental administration is strong 
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and fully competent when it can mobilize all the people to participate in the 
movements and tasks it sets forth. Only when the people voluntarily participate 
in the local tasks can the governmental administration fully fulfill its function, 
have prestige among the people, and be of the people, by the people, and for the 
people. That requires the base-level cadres to truly go all-out in serving the 
people, respect the mastership right of the people, be exemplary in carrying out 
Party discipline, struggle against corruption, the thievery of socialist property, 
oppression of the masses, etc. The cadres of the governmental administration 
must also clearly understand the functions and missions of the mass organizations, 
and coordinate with them in mobilizing the various strata of people all age groups 
to participate in the tasks in the locality. The improvement of the quality of 
work of base-level governmental cadres also requires the strengthening of the 
leadership of the Party committee echelons, which is the decisive matter. The 
base-level Party committee echelon is the echelon in closest touch and is fully 
aware of all activities of the governmental administration and profoundly under- 
Stands all sentiments and aspirations of the people. In fact, in our country 
nearly all of the comrades in the Party committee echelons hold key positions in 
the governmental apparatus, and for that reason the Party work can easily become 
mixed up with the governmental work. If the effectiveness ofthe governmental 
administration is to be improved, the base-level Party committee must rectify, 
organize, and assign cadres. The Party committee echelons lead the governmental 
administrations on the basis of properly distinguishing between the position and 
role of the Party and those of the governmental administration in the mechanism 
of “the Party leading, the people acting as the masters, and the state managing”; 
avoiding doing the governmental administration's work for it; and at the same time 
continually inspecting and closely monitoring all activities of the governmental 
administration in order to promptly correct mistakes. It must be concerned with 
training and cultivating a class of cadres who have been forged and challenged 

in work and production at the base level, and gradually drafting and implementing 
cadre plans in the spirit of the Party resolution on the organization and cadre 
work. 





We believe that under the present circumstances, although it is necessary to pro- 
mote production and gradually improve the veople's living conditions, we cannot 
lightly regard the building up of the base-level governmental administration. 

On the contrary, only by building up the base-level governmental administration 
can we create good conditions for promoting production, developing culture, and do 
a good job of carrying out the national defense and security tasks. In strength- 
ening the effectiveness of state management at the base level, it is necessary to 
concentrate on the weaknesses. Improving the quality of the cadres' work is very 
essential.

[Text | Promoting the development of districts at the base level is a major policy 
whith combines agriculture with industry from the very beginning and at the base 
level, and gradually advances agriculture from small-scale production to large- 
scale socialist production. 


The basic mission of the district is to ensure the material and cultural lives of 
the people in the sphere of the district. In districts which do a good job, the 
people are better off. In the district economic structure, agriculture (includ- 
ing agriculture and fishing) plays the most important role, while handicrafts and 
small industry must also be developed and the construction and communications- 
transportation sectors must be expanded. The district is both a production unit 
and a dist ibution unit. 


The production and commercial bases of the district include the agricultural, 
forestry, and fishing cooperatives; the agriculture-forestry technical bases 
(seedstock stations, irrigation systems, tractor stations, agricultural implement 
repair stations, etc.); the handicraft and small industry production bases and the 
state enterprises, if any; the construction organizations of the district ani of 
the cooperatives; the transportation units, the road maintenance units, and the 
communications and postal bases; and the materials supply, agricultural products 
requisition-purchasing, retail sales, service, and other corporations. Those 
economic organizations are production-commercial units which subject to the 
specialized and professional guidance of the management organs at the provincial 
and district levels. 


The district is the sphere for the reorganization of production and the redistri- 
bution of labor, but is not yet a production-commercial federation. The district 
represents the central and provincial echelons, but at the same time it has direct 
ties to the base level. It is a state management echelon which both manages the 
production-commercial bases and cooriinates the activities of the bases belonging 
to the different provincial and central economic components in the district, in 
order to serve production and life in the locality as well as possible. 
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The objectives of economic development in the sphere of the districts during future 
years will be that the districts must strive to advance to balancing the two-way 
economic relations, create a value of commodities sent out that is equal to or 
greater than the value of materials ani goods brought in, and contribute goods for 
export. All districts must make the greatest possible efforts to resolve problems 
regariing food, clothing, housing, education, and travel. 


The motto of economic development in the sphere of the district is "The state and 
the people work together,” with the district doing most of the work but the pro- 
vince and the central echelon helping out, especially with regarmi to technical 
facilities and materials. 


Tasks which must be carried out to develop the districts during the coming period 
are: balancing labor and land, expanding production and commerce in the base-level 
units and in the sphere of the district, introducing new techniques into produc- 
tion, strengthening the material-technical bases, and creating and rmationally arran- 
ging a technical network. It is necessary to rectify the organization of produc- 
tion, improve the organization of management .n the production-commercial units, 
and make the district leadership organs streamlined but strong so that they can 
fulfill their management functions and manage and coordinate the various activi- 
ties. 


Developing the district into a planning unit and an economic unit is a long, dif- 
ficult process. Each province can recapitulate the work of the progressive dis- 
tricts and begin to delineate models on which to base their guidance. In the 
course of the actual work they will perfect the organizational structure am con- 
tents of economic development for the various kinds of districts.

Quality of These Goods?” 


LText | From the letters sent by readers, Builder has selected a number which re- 
flect the deficient quality of goods sold by state stores. With reg.mi to 
thermos liners, one reader reported that, thanks to the intervention of this news- 
paper, theRang Dong factory agreed to replace a broken liner, but after a few days 
of use the new one met the same fate as the old one. 


With regard to the quality of bicycle tires, D.D. Kh. told a story of an organ 
distributing him a bicycle tire at the supply price of 9.5 dong. One month and 2 
days after installing it on his bicycle the tire walls became distended. When he 
pumped in air the inner tube balloned out and eventually burst, ruining both the 
tire and the inner tube!? 


With regari to matches and sewing thread sold in spools, after reading letters 
sent by readers Builder went to the place where they were sold and invited the 
comrade in charge of the store to accompany me to the sales counter to check 
things out. Just as the letter writer had said, in many boxes matches were mis- 
sing, and a considerable number of matches had no heads or half-heads. The thread 
broke after being pulled lightly. 


That is not to mention many other goods, such as bicycle parts, beds, chairs, 
chests, etc., some of which are unuseable after being purchased and others of 
which have to be repaired before being used and can’t be used very long after be- 
ing repaired. The state expends large quantities of raw materia\s, materials, and 
labor, and the people lose money and waste time going to purchasi. the goods, but 
their utiligation value is too low and sometimes they are unuserole. 


There may be many reasons for the poor quality of those products. But few poor- 
quality goods would reach consumers if the producers and sellers would heighten 
their sense of responsibility to the people and the state, step up their inspec- 
tion, resolutely oppose the tendency to pursue quantity, have meticulous, strict 
product quality control, and have a system of rewanis and punishment. 
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Therefore, responsibility for allowing poor-quality goods to be sold on the market 
and cause harm, such as mentioned above, and cause some stores to lose credibili- 
ty, is primarily on the part of the places of production, followed by the requisi- 
tion-purchasing and goods-receiving elements. I believe that the managing organs 
must immediately take steps to correct that situation.

EFFECT OF WEATHER ON AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTION NOTED 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 19 Feb 82 pp 1,4 
[Articles "Weather and Agricultural Production” | 


[Text | Since 6 February there has been one cold wave after another in the north, 
which have brought rain and prolonged severe cold. 


The provinces in the Bac Bo mountain region have an average day-time temperature 
of 10° C, and in some places as low as 7° or 8° C. In the procinces in the low- 
land and midland areas of Bac Bo the average day-time temperature of under 13°. 
The cold waves came at a time when the localities were in the spring rice trans- 
planting period. According to the Statistics General Department, the north as a 
whole has transplanted more than 690,000 hectares of 5th month-spring rice, 65 
percent of the plan norm. According to the Ministry of Agriculture, the 5th month 
rice that has been transplanted is, in general, growing normally As for the 
spring rice, several tens of thousands of hectares on which transplanting had been 
completed were exposed to cold before the plants had time to become rooted and 
may suffer damage, especially in the paddies with insufficient water. Furthermore, 
the periods of bitter cold have adversely affected the plantings of yari-grown 
rice seedlings and thick-sown rice seedlings, which had been planted only a few 
days previously. 


Faced with such bitter cold, many localities promptly took positive, effective 
steps and were able to protect the newly planted seedlings and newly transplanted 
rice. 


But a considerable number of localities failed to protect the rice and livestock 
in time, and allowed much rice to die and many water buffaloes and cattle to col- 
lapse. According to the Meteorology-Hydrology General Department, although during 
the next few days the temperature may increase a little, the weather will continue 
to be cold. Then the weather will gradually become warmer, with the average day- 
time temperature rising to more than 15° C, 


February is the best time for transplanting spring rice and planting subsidiary 
food crops. The localities must first of all take steps to protect the rice and 
the rice seedlings and care for the water buffaloes and cattle, while also making 
preparations to resume planting immediately after the weather becomes warmer. 
They must do a good job of bringing water to and retaining water in the paddies 





that have been transplanted, especially those that were transplanted later. They 
must do a good job of protecting the rice seedlings that have been planted and 
tend the most recently sown rice seedlings, especially the areas sown in spring 
rice seedlings and the thick-sown rice seedlings, in order to ensure that the plan 
norms regarding the transplanting of spring rice acreage. 


During the cold weather, water buffaloes and cattle died in some places. The 
Ministry of Agriculture the localities to urgently take number of steps to 
protect draft and breeding water buffaloes and cattle: 


l. Positively prevent and fight hunger and cold among water buffaloes and cattle. 
Feed them sufficient straw and grass, give them additional bran or gruel, and let 
them drink clean, warm water. Special attention must be paid to nurturing thin, 
weak animals, nursing water buffaloes and cattle, and calves. 


2. Repair and weatherproof pens and stables, ensure that water buffaloes and 
cattle are warm, and do not leave them out ©.-doors. 


3. Have regulations regarding the use of draft animals that are appropriate for 
each type, and avoid forcing water buffaloes and cattle to work too hard. 


4. On days when the temperature is below 130 C, let the water buffaloes and cat- 
tle rest, wnen the temperature is lower than 10°C, do not allow them outside. 


5. Step up inspection and surpervision of the prevention and fighting of cold 
among water buffaloes and cattle. Promptly priase and reward people who achieve 
accomplishments in caring for water buffaloes and cattle.

HANOI REPORTS 10-DAY AGRICULTURAL REVIEW

[Ten day review of agricultural news] 


[Summary] “According to the General Departments of Statistics, as of 

the end of February, nearly 1.5 million hectares of rice have been planted 
throughout the country, fulfilling 88.6 percent of the plan norm or an 
increase of more than 10,000 hectares over the same period last year. 

The planting of winter-spring rice has ended in the southern provinces 
with only 520,000 hectares or 88 percent of the plan norm, a decrease of 
more than 20,000 hectares below the 1980 winter-spring crop season.” 


In the past 10 days, the northern provinces and cities planted more than 
100,000 hectares of spring rice, bringing the total area planted to nearly 
90 percent of the plan norm. Localities have concentrated now on caring 
for the planted rice, by weeding and killing insects. 


"Noteworthy was that the planted rice in some localities requiring water 
included more than 8,000 hectares in Ha Nam Ninh, over 1,600 hectares in 
Thanh Hoa, 1,200 hectares in Ha Bac and 800 hectares each in Haiphong 
and Vinh Phu. The problem was due to an inconsistent electricity supply 
rendering water pumping ineffective." 


The southern provinces are preparing for planting the summer-fall rice and 
have ended the planting of winter-spring rice. "Consequently, the winter- 
spring rice area in the southern provinces is approximately 100,000 hectares 
behind the plan norm and more than 20,000 hectares less than that of last 
year." 


In general, the planted rice has developed well. Peasants have been mobilized 
to tend the rice to ensure its uniform development and a higher yield than 
last year. 


"With regard to the planting of vegetable, secondary food and industrial 
crops, as of the end of February there were more than 630,000 hectares 
planted throughout the country, an increase of more than 50,000 hectares 








over the same period last year. This figure includes more than 400,000 
hectares of secondary food crops, over 100,000 hectares of legume and 
vegetable and nearly 100,000 hectares of industrial crops." 


"With respect to animal husbandry, epidemics in the northern provinces have ? 
not been stamped out and are spreading in some localities. According to 
reports from 16 provinces, the number of pigs which have died from epidemics 
since the beginning of the year is up to 75,000 heads, twice as much as 

the same period last year." The epidemics prevailing in Vinh Phu, Ha Bac, 
Binh Tri Thien, Ha Son Binh, Thai Binh, Hai Hung and Thanh Hoa provinces 

are being eradicated intensively. 


Noteworthy was that the recent cold spell had killed quite a lot of cattle 
and buffalo. "Reports from only 14 provinces already showed 19,000 dead." 


The weather will warm up gradually in the time ahead. This will be a 
favorable condition for the winter-spring crops to develop. Localities 

are therefore advised to do the following tasks: 

--apply additional fertilizer to underdeveloped rice areas; 

--inspect ricefields regularly to detect and kill insects rapidly; 
--concentrate on caring for the rice area in the southern provinces, prepare 
for harvesting the early winter-spring rice and start growing the summer-fall 


crops; 


--complete the planting of winter-spring secondary food crops rapidly and 
take good care of the planted areas; and 


--concentrate on stamping out the lingering pockets of epidemics to protect 
livestock, especially cattle and buffalo.

HANOI REPORTS AGRICULTURAL FIGURES FOR SOUTH AS OF 24 FEBRUARY 
BKO10928 Hanoi Domestic Service in Vietnamese 2300 GMT 28 Feb 82 


{[Text) As of 24 February, the southern provinces and cities had delivered 

to state granaries 484,315 tons of grain produced in the 10th-month crop and 
winter-spring crop seasons, including 175,849 [figure as heard; corresponding 
figures below total 174,849] tons in the form of agricultural taxes. The 
provinces in the Mekong River Delta accounted for 427,534 tons--including 
154,358 tons as agricultural taxes--and the provinces in easterm Nam Bo 
accounted for 56,781 tons--including 20,491 tons as agricultural tax. 


Hau Giang had delivered to state granaries 133,000 tons, representing 

57.2 percent of the planned norm and 96.37 percent of the volume collected 
from the previous 10th-month crop season; Cuu Long had delivered 65,000 tons, 
representing 50 percent of the planned norm and 97 percent of the volume 
collected from the previous l10th-month crop season; and Tay Ninh had de- 
livered 14,000 tons, representing 46.66 percent of the planned norm and 


surpassing the volume collected from the previous 'Oth-month crop season 
by 6,650 tons. 


These figures, however, show that grain collection in the southern provinces 
and cities, especially in An Giang and Dong Thap, is still slow compared 
to the plan.

PROGRESS CLAIMED IN CUU LONG PROVINCE AGRICULTURE 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 19 Feb 82 p 2 


[Article by Tran Quoc Khai: "Progress in Agricultural Production in Cuu Long Pro- 
vince” 


| Text | Cyvu Long Province, which has an area 385,408 hectares, is situated between 
the Tien Giang and Hau Giang rivers. 


The two large rivers bordering the province are very great sources of fresh water 
and alluvium, advantages which not all provinces in Nam Bo have. Cuu Long has 

a long tradition of intensively cultivating rice. In Vung Liem, Long Ho, and 

Tam Binh districts there are tens of thousands of hectares of highly productive 
rice land, and the peasants in Dai An are capable of attaining sweet potato yields 
of as many as 30 tons per hectare. 


Cuu Long has many strengths, but also considerable difficulties. Its terrain is 
uneven and the rivers and canals meandering to the sea have made the province's 
production area very complicated. More than half of the rice area is aluminous 
and saline, and during the rainy season “backwater” areas (waterlogged areas from 
which there are no ways for water to drain) amount to tens of thousands of hec- 
tares. When the dry season arrives, alumina and salt again rise very strongly. 
Geologists say that the underground saline water layer is very deep beneath the 
surface of the province. In Vinh Long, if one drills 300 meters one still 
encounters saline water. The water conservancy system cannot yet correct the 
situation. Because of the excessive alumina and salt, the province's winter- 
spring rice area has during the past several years been only about 5,000 or 6,000 
hectares, and the summer-fall rice area is 10 times greater than the winter-spring 
area. The reason is that when the summer-fall rice is planted the rainy season has 
begun and the fresh water in the Tien Giang and Hau Giang rivers return, washing 
away the alumina and salt. But the return of fresh water rapidly floods the low- 
lying areas. Therefore, it is very evident that Cuu Long has the same difficul- 
ties with regard to water conservancy as the other Nam Bo provinces: alumina and 
salt at the beginning of the season and flooding at the end of the season. If 
those difficulties are not overcome, Cuu Long will continue to encounter many 
difficulties in agricultural production. 


In 1961, a drought which lasted to June or July reducted the winter-spring and 
summer-fall rice acreage, which prevented the province from meeting its plan norm 














regarding planted acreage. But last year Cuu Long also made outstanding efforts 
in grain production and gained valuable experience which set the stage for future 
development. 


The importance of dry plowing -- that was the first lesson Cuu Long recapitualted 
in the process of applying its intensive cultivation methods. Dry plowing nelps 
in breaking up the capillarity of the paddy soil and prevents alumina and salt 
from rising to the surface. It helps retain moisture in the soil and increases 
fertility. In Long Ho and Tam Binh, rice yields in paddies that have been dry 
plowed are 50 to 100 percent greater than in those which have not been dry plowed. 
This year the province is positively expanding its dry-plowed area cnd regaris 
dry plowing as an important, easily implemented intensive cultivation measure 
which also helps make up for the lack of fertilizer. 


The importance of small irrigation projects was a very practical lesson learned by 
Cuu Long. Since it has limited capital and cannot yet build large water con- 
servancy projects, Cuu Long, relying on the strength of the people, has good 
models regarding the building of small water conservancy projects which greatly 
benefit production, such as the small water conservancy project in Tan Long Vil- 
lage, Long Ho District. In 191, the province as a whole excavated or embanked 
1.25 million cubic meters of earth and invested 1 million work days in water con- 
servancy projects, most of them on a medium or small scale. During the coming 
period the province will launch a broad movement to emulate Nam hamlet of Tan Long 
Village in building small water conservancy projects, ensure irrigation and 
drainage, and expand the h. gh-yield rice area. 


In addition to dry plowing and the building of small irrigation projects, Cuu 
Long has emphasized keeping well informed of the situation in order to guide pro- 
duction flexibly and cope with sudden changes inthe weather, and has gone all-out 
to ensure the largest possible winter-spring and summer-fall rice areas. 


Last year, although it encountered many difficulties with regard to materials, 
technical facilities, and unfavorable weather, the province went all-out to 
mobilize hundreds of tons of seed and planted and replanted as many as three times 
to ensure the planted area, and launched a movement to produce fertilizer and use 
high-yield rice varieties which are resistant to planthoppers. Therefore, 
although the area plan norm set forth by the province was not attained, the pro- 
vince surpassed the plan norm set forth by the central echelon by 3,000 hectares. 
Especially, with regard to subsidiary food production in 1961 Cuu Long Province 
surpassed both its area and output plan norms, and produced 3,000 tons more 

-- principally sweet potatoes and corn -- than called for by the plin. The soy~ 
bean area doubled in comparison to last year and the average soybean yield was 
1.5 tons per hectare. 


In 191, Cuu Long's total grain output amounted to 599,928 tons, ar ‘ncrease of 
more than 50,000 tons over 1980. The province contributed to the state 140,000 
tons, an increase of 45,000 tons over 1980.

AGRICULTURE MINISTRY ISSUES CIRCULAR ON INVUNTORIES

|\Text] According to VNA, after a new plan had been unanimously adopted by 
the Ministry of Finance, the General Statistics Department and the Vietnam 
State Bank, the Ministry of Agriculture recently issued a circular gu‘ding 
agricultural cooperatives to make an inventory of their property and settle 
t eir accounts for 1981. The circular clearly points out the principles, 


objectives and specific steps of the inventory process and the settlement 
of financial accounts. 


In making an inventory of fixed assets, the cooperatives must apply old 
prices and fully declare items of property complete with their current 
conditions. The residual value of fixed assets must be determined so that 
decisions on usage and additional purchases can be made. After completing 
the inventory, the cooperatives must not set prices by themselves and they 
must await new prices to be announced by the state. 


In making an inventory of warehouses, supplies, raw material, products and 
cash funds, each cooperative must take advantage of this occasion to 
reassess its property fully with regard to both quantity and quality and 
record all the facts in writing so as to create conditions for making its 
financial status known t» the masses. 


By satisfactorily carrying out the inventory and settlement of financial 
accounts, we will realistically contribute tc firmly consolidating manage- 
ment and at the same time, create favorable conditions for formulating 
production plans for 1982 and subsequent years ‘or every cooperative. In 
view of this, the Ministry of Agriculture urges al] agricultural services 
and offices to closely coordinate with the statistical, financial and 
banking sectors in helping the provincial and municipal people's 
committees provide strict guidance over this work and promptly report its 
results to the higher echelons,

NORTHERN PROVINCES TRANSPLANT RICE RAPIDLY 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 21 Feb 82 p 1 
[Article: “Northern Provinces Rapidly Transplant Spring Rice” | 


L Text] As of 15 February the nation as a whole had transplanted 1.342 million 
hectares of winter-spring rice, which was 81 percent of the plan norm and a more 
rapid pace than during the same period last year. 


In the north, between 6 and 17 February there was prolonged severe cold and the 
localities temporarily suspended transplanting. The lowland provinces attained 73 
percent of the transplanting norm (Thai Binh and Ha Nam Ninh attained 85 percent), 
and the municipality of Hai Phong had essentially completed its transplanting. 

The provinces of the former Zone 4 have at ained 93 percent, the midlands pro- 
vinces have attained 79 percent, and the mountain region provinces have attained 
between 70 and 79 percent, of the area plan norms. 


Now that the weather has become warmer, the localities are concentrating on 
transplanting the spring rice and caring for the transplanted rice and the rice 
seedlings. 


More than 90 percent of the sown and transplanted area in the north has suffi- 
clent water to plow, harrow, and nurture the rice. 


During this year’s 5th month-spring season the planting density was ensured. The 
volume of manure used increased by more than 700,000 tons. The area under azolia 
was 1.5 times greater than during the same period last year. Thai Binh ani Hai 
Hung provinces had the largest areas under agolla. The recent cold waves also 
Killed many water buffaloes and cattle. Difficulties will be encountered in pre- 
paring the soil for transplanting. it is necessary to take good care of the re- 
maining water buffaloes and cattle and rationally manage soil preparation in or- 
der to ensure the on-schedule transplanting of the entire area. 


As of 15 February, the southern provinces had attained 84. 2 percent of the plant- 
ing plan norm. The transplanting rate is higher than at the same time last year. 
The provinces which have transplanted large areas include Nghia Binh, Quang Nan- 


Da Nang, amd Phu Khanh. An Giang Province has surpassed its transplanting plan 
norm by 10 percent.

[Text | Accomling to the Ministry of Agriculture, in 1961 the nation as a whole 
grew more than 75,000 nectares of soybeans, attained an average yield of 7.5 
quintals per hectare, and attained an output of more than 56,400 tons. In con- 
parison to 1960, the area planted in soybeans increased more than 26,000 hectares, 
the yleld increased by a quintal per hectare, and output increased 24,400 tons. 


In the areas fromthe Red River Delta to the Mekong Delta, and from the northern 
midland and mountain areas to the former Zone 4, the central coastal area, and 
the Central Highlands, the soybean acreage has increased at a rather rapid rate. 
last year the Red River Delta ; lanted 7,601 hectares and attained an output of 
5,670 tons, an increase of 3,500 hectares and 4,000 tons over 1960. The northern 
midland and mountain regions planted more than 22,900 hectares and attained an 
output of more than 9,700 tons, increases of more than 3,700 hectares and 1,400 
tons. The Central Highlands region planted 2,869 hectares and attained 2,062 
tons, increases of more than 1,30C hectares and nearly 1,000 tons. The eastern 
Yam Bo region planted more than 20,300 hectares and attained an output of 
14,800 tons, increases of 5,000 hectares ani 6,200 tonn. The Mekong Delta 
region planted more than 18,400 hectares an increase of sore than 11,000 hectares, 
and attained an output of more than 22,700 tons, an increase of 15,000 tons. 


last year the soybean areas and outputs in the various areas increased rmther 
rapidly; above all, because of correct understanding the areas which were accustomed 
customed to growing soybeans rapdily restored their production, and the areas 
which had only begun to grow soybeans boldly expanded their acreage. The Ministry 
of Agriculture coormiinated closely with the localities in guiding the strorg 
development of soybeans. At the beginning of the year the Planning Department 

of the Ministry of Agriculture, grasping the situation, participated in the 
drafting of specific plans for nearly 400 districts and cooperated closely with 
the Seedstock Corporation and the Central Agricultural Materials Corporation in 
making investments, and guided a number of localities and many specialized soy- 
bean-growing areas. A number of new varieties, such as DHG and DT74, and 
experiences in the intensive cultivation of soybeans, were widely introduced in 
all areas. A number of localities boldly adopted methods for encouraging the 
growing of soybeans. 














Last year, although there were still difficulties in the supplying of materials, 
the product requisition-purchasing mode, etc., there appeared many coopera- 
tives, districts, and provinces which became models with rich experience in inten- 
Sive cultivation and in expanding the soybean area. 


Hai Hung has the largest winter soybean area in the Red River Delta. last year, 
My Van District in that province increased its winter soybean area to more than 
1,200 hectares. During the past winter season all 38 cooperatives in the district 
grew soybeans and attained good results. The victories in producing winter soy- 
beans in Hai Hung and many other provinces have opened up a great prospect for 

the Red River Delta to grow an additional soybean crop on two-crop rice land. Ha 
Bac Province is a unit which has rapidly restored its custom of growing soybeans 
and has the largest soybean area in the midlands region. Especially, last year 
Tan Moc cooperative in Luc Ngan District became a model in the intensive cultiva- 
tion of soybeans on land which was previously left fallow during the 5th month 
season in the mountain region. In 1961 the Tan Moc cooperative planted soybeans 
on more than 80 percent of the cultivated area which previously had been left fal- 
low during the 5th month season, and harvested 109 tons of soybeans to sell to the 
State. 


In 1980 Dong Thap Province only planted 207 hectares of soybeans, but in 191 it 
expanded its soybean area to 5,213 hectares and attained an output of 5,619 tons. 
Last year Minh Hai Province's soybean are= increased by 2,200 hectares, and its 
output by 3,000 tons, over 1980. In Tien Giang Province, not only did the soy- 
bean area increase nearly eight-fold but in places the average soybean yield was 
15.5 quintals per hectare, the highest in the country. Dong Nai Province, with a 
soybean area of more than 15,000 hectares and an output of 12,400 tons, was the 
nation's leading province with regard to soybean area and output.

[Summar] "According to the General Statistics Department, as of 5 March 
winter-spring rice had been planted on 1,533,000 hectares throughout the 
country. This figure, which represents 92.4 percent of the planned norm, 
shows a decrease of 11,000 hectares compared to the same period last year. 


"The northern provinces planted this rice on nearly 94 percent of the 
planned acreage, with an increase of more than 5,000 hectares over the 

same period last year, while the southern provinces had planted it on nearly 
90 percent of the planned acreage, with a decrease of 16,000 hectares 
compared to the same period last year." 


Thanks to warm weather in recent days, peasants in the north have stepped 
up the cultivation of this rice on the remaining area while switching 
their field work to caring for the riceplants. 


"As of 5 March, they had completed the first phase of weeding on another 
160,000 hectares." 


Although the volume of organic and chemical fertilizer prepared for the 
winter-spring crop season increased over the same period last year, it 
is still far from meeting the demand. 


"The southern provinces have concluded the cultivation of winter-spring rice. 
However, they have been able to fulfill only 90 percent of the planned norm. 
Particularly, the provinces in eastern Nam Bo have fulfiiled more than 

53 percent of the planned norm and the provinces in the central highlands 
more than 74 percent." Some areas of early winter-spring rice have been 
harvested and have produced fairly high yields. Long An Province has 
attained an average yield of 2.5 to 2.7 tons per hectare. 


Noteworthy in agricultural production at present is that the area of rice 
affected by insects and blight has expanded quickly in both the north and 
the south. "Over the last 10 days, the area of rice affected by insects 

and blight throughout the country has expanded by another 43,000 hectares. 
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"Rice blast is now rampant in the Mekong River Delta provinces. More than 
6,000 hectares of rice in An Giang and another 3,300 hectares in Tien Giang 
have reportedly been affected by this disease. Meanwhile, army worms are 
appearing in the central provinces, especially Phu Khanh.” 


"To date, some 710,000 hectares of vegetables and subsidiary and industrial 
crops have been planted throughout the country. This figure, however, shows 
a decrease of 40,000 hectares." Although the area of subsidiary and 
industrial crops in the south has increased over last year, it is still 

low compared to the planned norm. The industrial crop area in the north has 
increased by 28,000 hectares but the subsidiary crop area has decreased 

by 5,000 hectares. 


With regard to animal husbandry, although efforts have been made by all 
localities to restore the number of hogs since the lunar new year festival, 
epizootic diseases are still spreading in the delta and midland regions 

and former zone 4. "Noteworthy is that pasteurellosis in Ha Nam Ninh 

and anthrax in Ha Tuyen have not yet been stamped out and are continuing 

to harm domestic animals." 





According to the meteorological department, the weather will remain warm 
over the next 10 days. The northern provinces should concentrate on pro- 
tecting winter-spring rice against insects and blight while continuing 

to plant subsidiary and industrial crops, classifying the numbers of draft 
animals to ensure draft power for the next crop seasons, and protecting 
domestic animals and fowl against epizootic diseases. 


Meanwhile, the southern provinces should intensively care for and harvest 
the winter-spring rice along with planting additional subsidiary and 
industrial crops and preparing for the summer-fall crop and 10th-month 
crop seasons.

LE TINH COMMENTS ON MEKONG WATER CONSERVANCY

[Interview with Le Tinh, vice minister of water conservancy, by a radio 
correspondent on the development of water conservancy in the Mekong Delta-- 
recorded; date not given} 


[Summary] [Question] Comrade Vice Minister, please tell us about the 
development of water conservancy in the Mekong Delta since the fourth 
party congress. 


[Answer] The Mekong Delta is our country's most important grain-producing 
region. It has tremendous agricultural potential and the climatic and 
hydrological conditions there are fairly stable. However, due to its low 
elevation, flatness and insufficient drainage of the area, almost 1.4 million 
hectares are subject to flooding and an even greater area is subject to 
serioud acidity and alkalinity. Rainfall is virtually nonexistent throughout 
the dry season and rice cultivation is impossible without irrigation of 

1.3 million hectares. 


With the existing natural conditions, single cropping requires no major 
water conservancy efforts. Nevertheless, in order to develop proJuction, 
either through double cropping or through the introduction of high-yield and 
short-stemmed rice strains into flooded areas or areas located far from 
rivers, water conservancy poses major problems. 


"We will need dozens of new large canals to bring in fresh water or to drain 
away flood water; a network of strongly built ricefield embankments; projects 
designed to contain tidal water, drain flood water, prevent salinity, con- 
serve fresh water and counter early and late flash floods; and a system of 
drainage and irrigation pumps, including large and small floating pumps.” 
All this requires a lot of construction work over a long period of time with 
the proper technical research, 


Since 1976, water conservancy has been vigorously developed in the Mekong 
Delta in light of the resolution of the fourth party congress. Water 
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conservancy has yielded initial results in supporting the winter-spring 
and summer-fall crops, preventing salinity and protecting the 10th-month 
rice crop. 


[Question] Comrade, please tell us what problems our water conservancy 
sector must resolve in the scientific-technical field in order to develop 
the Mekong Delta in line with the draft political report to the fifth 
party congress. 


[Answer] "The draft political report to the fifth Party congress points 
out that we must vigorously step up water conservancy; broadly apply 
scientific-technical innovations to agriculture, especially new biclogical 
discoveries; review and popularize typical experiences; achieve mechaniza- 
tion step by step; and satisfactorily combine mechanization with handi- 
crafts and semi-mechanizations." Our party always considers water con- 
servancy to be the most important work in agriculture. We must strive 

to achieve the strategic goal of double cropping all arable lands within 

a few 5-year plans. 


"Right now we are hampered by the fact that our water conservancy sector 
has yet to finish preparation of foolproof economic-technical plans for 
major construction work in the Mekong Delta. Moreover, there exist many 
difficulties with electricity, fuei, capital, supplies, construction 
materials and communications and transportation; and the socialist 
transformation of agriculture is still at its earliest stage." 


In the years ahead, our efforts in the Mekong Delta will be centered around 
the construction of medium and small-size projects with the people's 
contributions in addition to investments by the state. We will build 
suitable projects to make full use of favorable natural conditions in 
support of agricultural development; continue to build the network of canals 
and ditches belonging to pump stations that have already been built or are 
now under construction; improve the system of canals, ditches, embankments 
and sluices in each area to prevent salt water encroachment and to preserve 
or drain water; and pay special attention to making good use of the tides 
for irrigation purposes. 


[Question] Comrade, which specific tasks will be carried out by the water 
conservancy sector in the years ahead to achieve this technical plan? 


[Answer] These specific tasks consist of stepping up scientific research 
and experimentation; studying the feasibility of water conservancy projects 
in anticipation of agricultural development plans; closely coordinating 
with the agricultural sector to give advice to the various localities in 
matters concerning crop cultivation; launching a broad mass movement for 








water conservancy aimed at building more canals to carry water to the 
ricefields; and reinforcing the district level with scientific--technical 


cadres to improve the quality of survey and investigation work done for 
water conservancy purposes.

REASON FOR ELECTRICITY CUT-OFF EXPLAINED

[A Story a “5 column by "Nguoi Xay Dung” (Builder): “On the Interruption of 
Electricity” 


[Text] Recently electricity has been cut off in many places. I sought to arrange 
a meeting with the Director of the Electric Power Service to ask for an explana- 
tion. He agreed immediately. 


He acknowledged that since 9 February the Electric Power Service had cut off 
electricity to consumers inthe inner city between 0700 and 1500 hours. The 
electricity that has been generated has been supplied to the key enterprises and 
Type-1 enterprises, which may lose some hours during the day, and to the Type-2 
and Type-3 enterprises and the electrified rural areas. No electricity is being 
supplied to the vegetable-growing areas. That is being done because it is neces- 
sary to enable the transplanting of spring rice to keep on schedule (this is being 
done a only in Hanoi but also in all provinces in the north, so capacity will be 
reduced ). 


His answer was explicit. But Builder believes that more must be said about that 
story. We are experiencing many difficulties with regard to electricity, but a 
considerable number of places and people uee electricity wastefully and arbitrari- 
ly. Although we are in the cold season, some electric stations experience break- 
downs because of excessive transmisaions, which causes a further loss of elec- 
tricity! Cooking fuel is in short supply, but the price of electricity has not 
increased, which has given rise to the widespread practice at present (especially 
in the collective housing areas) of freely using electricity for cooking. There 
are even instances of stealing electricity, etc. 


I believe that the electricity sector must cooperate closely with the governmental 
administration and the responsible organs in resolutely punishing those who use 
electricity ellegally. Builder hopes that in March, when the transplanting of 5th 
month-spring rice has been completed, the supplying of electricity in the city 
will return to normal.

[Text] In the Readers’ Letters column in the 27 December 1961 (No 7383) issue of 
QUAN DOI NHAN DAN there appeared a letter entitled “This Bribery Must Be investi- 
gated Immediately.” The Ha Bac Labor Service would like to report on that matter 
so that the readers can clearly understand it. 


In 1981 the Labor Service was allowed to select a number of workers to participate 
in international cooperation. The International Labor Cooperation Department of 
the Ministry of Labor had a fund for granting funds to be used for that task, but 
at a time when market prices had risen and there were necessary cash expenditures, 

we had not had time to draft a plan to request additional funds and cash in 
order to do our work. The labor Service adopted the policy of temporarily col- 
lecting 50 dong from the families of young people in the city who were eligible 
for being selected to work in foreign countries (no money was collected from the 
families of war dead or reassigned cadres), to be spent on essential expenditures 
in very urgent tasks, to facilitate their departure. 


We believe that that is also a way to mobilize the masses to participate in help- 
ing our organ overcome the initial difficulties. We reported that procedure to 
the young people in advance so that they could make payments to the organ's 
financial department, which compiled a list, with receipts, which clearly recorded 
the amount of soney collected -- 4050 dong. A report was made to the local 
financial ~- ‘ow that the upper echelon has supplied sufficient funds, we 
will returr «¢ sy temporarily collected from the young people. We did not 
intend to abuse ur authority or engage in corruption. The Provincial Inspection 
Section has carried out a detailed investigation.
